Species CB (underlying layer is a first pole piece layer): Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 9-10, 15-18 
Species D (Fig. 12): Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 9, 19-30 

Species DA (underlying layer is a write gap layer): Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 9, 19-22, 23-26 

Species DB (underlying layer is a first pole piece layer): Claims 1,' 2, 3, 4, 9, 19-22, 27-30 
As fiirther required by the Examiner the Applicants elect Specie DA claims 1-4, 9, 19-22 and 
23-26.
